Subject:— Export of Vanaspati/Hydrogenated Oil, Refined Vegetable Oils (.includ¬ 
ing Salad Oil) and Groundnut Oil 

No. 31 'ITC(PN)/ 63 . —Attention Is invited to the Public Notice No. 160-ITC- 
(PN)/62, dated the 26th November, 1962, as amended vide Public Notices No, 170- 
ITC(PN)/62, dated the 31et December, 1962, l-ITC(PN)/63, dated the 5th January. 
1963 and 23-ITC(PNl/63, dated the Mrd March, 1963 respectively issued by the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry, New Delhi, on the above subject. 

2. It has been decided to grant import licences for Copra/Palm Oil against 
exports of Castor Oll/Linseed Oil. The following new paragraphs may, there¬ 
fore, be added as Para 2(D) and 2(E) In the Public Notice No. 160-ITC(PN)/62. 
dated the 26th November, 1962: — 


2(D) Castor Oil 

(1) Exporters of Castor Oil will be eligible to obtain licences for Copra/ 
Palm Oil upto 10% of the f.o.b. value of exports. 

(li) Exporters of refined or perfumed (coloured or otherwi.se) or medicated 
(Jastor Oil will be eti^ble to obtain licence.! for Copra/Palm Oil upto 
16% of the f.o.b. value of exports. 

(ili) The above incentives will be allowed against exports effected from tlie 
date of issue of this Public Notice, 


2(E) Linseed Oil 

(i) Exporters of Linseed Oil will be eligible to obtain licences for Copra/ 
Palm Oil upto 26% of the f.o.b. value of exports. 

(11)- Exporters of Double Boiled Linseed Oil/Triple Boiled Linseed Oil/ 
Processed Linseed Oil will be eligible to obtain licences for Copra/ 
Palm Oil upto 26% of the f.o.b. value of exports. 

(IH) The above incentives ndll be allowed against exports effected from the 
date of issue of this Public Notice. 
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3. It has also been decided that the percentage specified In para 2(B) (i) of the 
Public Notice No. 10O-ITC(PN)/02, dat^ the 26th November, 1962, will be raised 
from 60% to 60%. Consequently, Industrial Units consuming groundnut oil or 
producing it or exporters of gromuinut oil will be eligible to obtain import licences 
tor Copra/Pahn Oil upto 60% of the f.o.b. value of exports of groundnut oil. 
This percentage will be allowed against exports effected from the date of issue 
of this Public Notice. 

4. Public Notice No. 160-ITC(PN)/62, dated the 26th November, 1902, may be 
deemed to have been amended accordingly.
